Planning & Zoning Board denies rezoning request 


Last Thursday the Elba Planning 
& Zoning Board said no on a pro- 
posal to rezone adjoining pieces of 
property for the express purpose of 
parking mobile homes in the previ- 
ously restricted zone. 

A group of about a dozen people 
showed up for the late afternoon 
meeting to hear discussions pro and 
con on rezoning requested by John 
W. Sharpless and Mary McCall. 
The property of the two joins and 
both were requesting a change from 
B-2 (a business zoning) to R-4 
which is apartment houses and al- 
lows mobile homes. 

Residents present were opposed 
to rezoning the Putnam St. proper- 
ty. Mrs. Carolyn Stokes explained 
“We are opposed; there are cight 
empty lots on our street now.” She 
continued with, “ If you allow this 
change of a small area, we will sce 
them all rezoned one at the time”. 

Mrs. Joanne King asked “How 
many trailers will be put there”, 
She was told by the property own- 
ers that only one could be on the 
lot, because two or more would 
make it a trailer park and subject to 
other legal requirements, 

. Several citizens present ex- 
pressed concern because of the 


quality of people they perceived’ 


lived in mobile homes. 

Mrs. McCall quickly explained 
she had had people in her rental 
trailer for 25 years and they had al- 
ways been good folks. 


Sharpless pointed out that he 
had torn down an old house and 
had already improved the looks of 
the neighborhood. They urged ap- 
proval due to the needs of people 
wanting to park a mobile home. 

Mayor Fred Moore noted citi- 
zens were opposed to the change 
and he was sympathetic to their 
concerns. He also express worries 
over the potential problem of re- 
zoning indivjdual lots or "spot zon- 


ing” all over town, 

A motion to disapprove the 
change requested was made after 
several others had expressed simi- 
lar opinions, It passed unanimous- 
ly. 

Board members present were 
Chairman Bill Brunson, Robbie 
Curran, Mayor Fred Moore, Lamar 
Wilson, William Scarbrough, W. 
M. Patton, Everett Kelley and Dor- 
is Taylor. 


Hawkins-Williams Park 
to be closed at 10:00 p.m. 


Elba mayor Fred Moore an- 
nounced this week that beginning 
immediately Hawkins- Williams 
Park will be closed to the public at 
10:00 p.m. 

"The facilities at Hawkins- 
Williams Park have been vandal- 
ized for a number of years,” stated 
Mayor Moore, "and over the week- 
end more property was destroyed. 
The park and its facilities are for 
the citizens of Elba to use; howev- 
er, we simple can't afford to allow 
the park to remain open at night 
and be a continual target for those 
who seek to destroy the fine facili- 
tics we now have.” 

Two large poles have been 


placed next to the roadway leading 
to the park and a heavy gauge wire 
will be placed across the road to 
prevent vehicles from entering the 
park. A stop sign will be placed on 
the wire to alert drivers of the new- 
ly installed barrier. 

"The poles have been located 
where it will be impossible for any- 
one to drive around the barrier," 
added Mayor Moore, “and the park 
will be opened at 6:30 a.m. and 
closed at 10:00 ptm. If there is a 
city sponsored event at the park the 
road will remain open until the 
completion of the event and if prior 
arrangements are made exceptions 
may be allowed." 


Commission to decide Monday 
on site for new county jail 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in special session on Thursday, 
June 29, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and listened as various city of- 
ficials made offers in an attempt to 
persuade the commission to con- 
struct a new County Jail in their 
cily. 

The meeting was scheduled to 
begin at 9:00 a.m., but was late 
starting as the commissioners left 
the main courtroom and met pri- 
vately in a small adjoining room for 
approximately five minutes. 

After returning, Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton stated 
"We are here to find a way to fund 
a new jail that must be constructed 
to answer a federal lawsuit. We are 
glad to see our city officials in at- 
tendance and hope that we can take 
steps toward the construction of a 
new jail today.” 

Comm, Bill Faulk remarked that 
“We need to work together and do 
nothing that could cause a division 
in the county, while Comm. Jim 
Dubose stated "Sometimes we sim- 
ply give lip service to the idea of 
working together for the betterment 
of Coffee County; however. this 
time we must work together and 
find a solution that is best for all of 
our county."

Eagerton told the gathering that 
the commission had two primary 
means of financing the construction 
of a new jail - (1) adopt a sales tax 
to pay the construction cost, or (2) 
get Enterprise to chop one-half cent 
from its newly adopted sales tax 
and allow the county to then im- 
pose an identical one-half cent 
sales tax to fund the construction. 

"The property tax in Coffee 
County is at its maximum rate as 
allowed by law," reported Eager- 
ton, “and it could only be raised 
through court approval. If the 
county adopts a sales tax, it would 
also have to go before the courts 
for approval before any bonds 
could be sold. We are going to have 
to find a means of funding, but it’s 
not something that we can do with- 
out going through the courts." 

Comm. Robert Stephens said 
"The commission has worked for 
the past two years to alleviate the 
problems at the county jail and re- 
cently was ready to construct a six- 
ty-inmate addition to the existing 
jail that would not cost the taxpay- 
ers any addition money. The plans 
for the addition were put on hold 
by the federal lawsuit filed by some 
of the inmates and we now must 
answer to the courts. This commis- 
sion worked hard to come up with a 
solution to the problems at the jail, 
only to see this lawsuit change all 
the plans.”

County Attorney Warren Rowe 
informed all in attendance that the 
county was under a federal court 
order to meet federal requirements 
concerning conditions at the jail 
and that any renovations or con- 
struction would have to meet the re- 
quirements. 

It was reported that the Alabama 
Department of Corrections was 
helping the county research court 
records in an attempt to determine 
the exact needs of the county and 
how big a jail was needed, while 
the commission reported that it esti- 
mated a 75-90 inmate facility with 
a construction cost of $2-3 million 
would be needed. 

Jackie Thompson, president of 
the Enterprise City Council, told 
the commission "The Enterprise 
City Council is aware through the 
news media and other indirect 
sources that the City of Enterprise 
could expect a request from the 
Coffee County Commission to 
share in the cost of the jail facili- 
lies. 


"The governing body, City of 
Enterprise, has been aware of this 
requirement to fund and construct 
adequate jail facilities since 1981, 
at which time action was taken to 
provide adequate space for the con- 
struction of a jail facility in Enter- 
prise. This option was not accepted, 
Enterprise has provided, at great 
expense to ils taxpayers, housing 
and food for county prisoners for 
several years. Plans are on the 
drawing board for the funding and 
construction of city facilities, also, 
to meet the requirements caused by 
overcrowding conditions at the 
city's facility, The surprise move by 
the county commission in 1986 to 
increase sales taxes county-wide 
placed the city in an untenable posi- 
tion, with no choice but to postpone 
the projects. 

"Now comes the immediate re- 
quirement for two jail facilitics 
from which the major part of fund- 
ing must come from the same con- 
stituency, 

"The mayor and city council of 
the City of Enterprise, go on record 
as being opposed to further taxation 
of the citizens of Enterprise. In the 
interest of the above, the governing 
body of the City of Enterprise does 
hereby offer to consider the follow- 
ing: 

"The City of Enterprise will con- 
sider the payment to the Coffee 
County Commission 50 percent of 
the principal and interest on a bond 
issue, not to exceed 20 years. Pay- 
ment shall be based on the annual 
principal and interest payable 
monthly. The total annual payment 
shall not exceed $150,000. In con- 
sideration of the above, it must be 
agreed by the Coffee County Com- 
mission as follows: 


(1) To construct said facilities 
in the Corporate Limits of Enter- 
prise. 

(2) To assume the responsibili- 
ty to house and feed city prison- 
ers, thus relieving the City of En- 
terprise of constructing a new fa- 
cility and maintaining the present 
inadequate jail. 

(3) Additional taxes would not 
be levied on the City of Enter- 
prise citizens for this purpose. 


New Brockton mayor Jim Dris- 
kell remarked "Funding and a site 
for the jail are the major topics be- 
ing discussed. We are a small com- 
munity and can't offer funding, but 
New Brockton is in the center of 
the county and has other land avail- 
able for a possible site.” 

Elba mayor Fred Moore stated 
"Elba has three sites available and 
at the present time helps with the 
security of the county jail, which is 
located near downtown Elba. The 
City of Elba pledges its support, 
but at the present time I feel I must 
oppose any additional sales tax."

Comm, Eagerton declared "I am 
also opposed to a sales tax! If we 
build a $1 1/2 million jail it will 
cost $200,000 annually to pay for 
its construction, The commission 
presently sets aside $50,000 per 
year to cover the cost of renova- 
tions and improvements at the jail. 
If the commission would convert 
its existing short-term loans into a 
long-term loan, it could use the 
$100,000 now used to retire the 
debt and combine it with the exist- 
ing funds to come up with 
$150,000 annually, leaving the 
county only $50,000 short of the 
amount needed." 

Comm. Jim Dubose quickly re- 
sponded by saying "The county 
can't come up with $150,000 out of 
its existing funds without severely 
cutting back the services offered to 
the peopie of Coffee County. The 
commission is already strapped for 
funds and the citizens in the county 
already complain about the need 
for more services. There are no ifs 
ands, or buts about it. The county 
can't afford to pull funds out of its 
pocket to pay for the cost of a new 
Jail.” 

County engineer Mark Pool 
agreed with Dubose's thoughts and 
stated "To restructure the county's 
debts would mean the Highway De- 
partment would in essence pay half 
the cost of the jail. We've got over 
20) miles of roads falling apart

now and we're sitting on a ume- 
bom concerning the roads across 
the county." 

Enterprise councilman Max Ellis 
remarked "It is obvious that Coffee 
County is facing a challenge, but at 
the same time the county also has 
the opportunity for a cohesiveness 
between its residents and officials. 
That spirit exists in the Enterprise 
council,” 

Griffin Harris, a representative 
of the architectural firm of Pearson, 
Humphries and Jones, told the com- 
mission he had compieted a prelim- 
inary inspection of the five possible 
sites on which a jail might be built 
and presented his findings. 

Harris reported that the site in 
Elba on Alabama Highway 302 
was a "good Site" and should be 
"high on a priority list," while an- 
other site in Elba located near the 
airport was "fairly low and better 
suited ton industry.” 

The ckisting site of the jail was 
called the "most restrictive" of the 
five possibilities, and the site now 
used as a fairgrounds in New 
Brockton brought along the sugges- 
tion to "steer away.” e 

The county's property located on 
Highway 167, in Enterprise, was la- 
beled the "second most restrictive 
site inspected. 

Harris told the commission it 
was imperative that a decision on a 
site was made as soon as possible 
and recommended the choice be 
made from either the existing site 
in Elba; the site on Alabama 203, in 
Elba, or the county's property, in 
Enterprise. 

Comm. -Robert Stephens re- 
marked that if the county built a 
75-inmate facility in Enterprise: it 
would have to add room for an ad- 
ditional 25 inmates to meet the 
needs of Enterprise, an addition 
that would cost the county approxi- 
mately $600,000. 

The need for maximum security 
cells was discussed and Harmis in- 
formed the commission that all in- 
mates taken to the jail must be con- 
sidered as maximum risks until a 
backg:ound check can be complet- 
ed. 

"When your deputies bring in a 
man off the strect his psychological 
nature is unknown," stated Harris. 
"Any inmate must be considered as 
a maximum security prisoner until 
a full psychological background 
can be determined." 

Elba councilman Bill Brunson 
told the commission "There have 
been great strides made in unifying 
Coffee County in recent years; 
however, I feel that to move the jail 
from Elba would cause the split to 
reappear and rekindle the feclings 
of division between our citizens.” 

Comm, Bill Faulk said "We 
don't need four city jails and one 
county jail in Coffee County. We 
need to look at building one jail 
and letting everyone pay their fair 
share. This commission must con- 
sider all the proposals made here 
today and make the best decision 
for all of Coffee County." 

Comm. Dubose agreed that a de- 
cision that is best for all of Coffee 
County must be made, but declared 
"Everybody in Coffee County 
shops in Enterprise to one extent or 
another and it would be scandalous 
to tax all the citizens of Coffee 
County without sharing the tax 
with county government!”

The next meeting of the com- 
mission will be on Monday, July 
10, at 9:00 a.m., at the courthouse 
in Elba, and the commissioners 
agreed that a decision on a site for 
the new jail would be made at the 
meeting.

Needs Exceed Resources 
Says Coffee County's 
DHR Director Smith 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources has released 
its monthly bulletin for the month 
of June and in the report county di- 
rector Ronald Smith stated "The 
needs of people seem to exceed the 
available resources which makes 
for a lot of frustration on the part of 
clients and staff.” 

"This office is doing a lot for the 
people of Coffee County,” stated 
Smith, "however, the caseloads are 
increasing daily, I think Coffee 
County has a great staff and I am 
proud of the stuff in this agency.” 

Smith also reported that Cathie 
Hansen, the county's Children’s 
Services Supervisor, was transfer- 
ring to Houston County effective 
July 1, and that Lin Rowe had 
joined the local staff as a full-time 
intake worker, 

Children's Services supervisor 
Cathie Hansen reported that during 
the past month her office had inves- 
ligated a total of 30 cases of child 
abuse and 7 cases of adult abuse. 

The child abuse investigations 
included physical abuse-15, sexual 
abuse-3 and neglect-12, while the 
adult abuse cases involved abuse-4 
and neglect-3. 

Child Protective Services and 
Adult Services supervisor Glenda 
Snipes reported the child protective 
services workers in the county were 
working with 128 families, involv- 
ing a total of 216 children. 

The three social workers in- 
volved with the services provide 
counselling to the families and help 
the parents understand the need for 
providing for the basic needs of 
their children. 

The adult protective service 
worker in the county currently has 
45 clients, all of which are in dan- 
ger of neglect, abuse or exploita- 
tion. 

Food Stamp Program supervisor 
Debbie Jones revealed that in May 
the county issued stamps to a total 
of 1,155 households, with the total 
number in the households being 
2,884 and the value of the stamps 
being $123,983.

Entrance is up wide stone steps 
lined by hand rails, onto the "dog 
trot"/back porch, which separates 
the house; kitchen, dining room and 
"canning room" to one side and liv- 
ing quarters to the other. 

The spacious old-fashioned 
kitchen does have some modem 
conveniences: three freezers and a 
gas stove. The old wood stove's 
spot in the corner is still evident, 
still in use are several tables and a 
pie safe. 

The typical wide hallway has 
living quarters and bedrooms off 
the sides and end, with a bathroom 
on a far end, What was once the 
front porch is now a closed-in area. 

The house remains much the 
same as in bygone years, and evi- 
dent throughout the home are fur- 
nishings of that long-past era: the 
high ceilings, wide plank floors, 
old trunk, treadle sewing machine, 
straw brooms, a mantelpiece over 
the fireplace in their large living 
room/bedroom.

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Fruit Thinning 

There is no task more repulsive 
and difficult for me to do than thin- 
ning immature fruit so the remain- 
ing fruit will size properly. I can 
prune and spray, but to pull off 
fruit is hard to do. What are the 
consequences of lack of thinning? 

Peaches and other stone fruits 
not thinned will be small and later 
ripening. They will be fine for 
pickling, but if you peel them, you 
will have nothing but seeds and a 
veneer of meat, Return bloom that 
next year will be reduced. The tree 
will often be turned into an umbrel- 
la by severe crop load or the main 
branches my spilt. 

‘Apples not thinned will be 
small. If apples are not thinned 
within 25 days after bloom, the re- 
turn bloom the next year will often 
be light. 

What is the proper way to thin? 
Peaches and nectarines should be 
thinned to 8 inches apart for May 
ripening varieties, and 6 inches 
apart for later ripening varicucs., 
Plums should be thinned 3 to 4 
inches apart. Apples and pears 
should be thinned to one fruit per 
cluster and these should be spaced 6 
inches apart,

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Watermelons and 

The wet, rainy weather that we 
are experiencing this spring is ideal 
for the development of stem and fo- 
liage diseases on cucurbits and wa- 
termelons. Anthracnose (Glomerella 
cingulata) and gummy stem blight 
(Didymella bryoniac) are two major 
fungal diseases that can attack wa- 
termelons, cantaloupes, and cucum- 
bers carly in the growing season--as 
early as the seedling stage or by the 
time vines begin to develop, There- 
fore, a fungicide spray program 
should be initiated as early as the 
seedling stage and no later than the 
initiation of vine development. 

Several fungicides are effective 
against these foliage diseases, Many 
growers have had a great deal of 
success with Bravo. Regardless of 
the fungicide used, the fungicide 
spray program should be continued 
throughout the season at seven day 
intervals, It may be necessary to 
shorten these spray intervals in the 
event of frequents in the course of 
the season. 

Pepper and tomato are among 
the many vegetables grown in Cof- 
fee County that need a season long 
spray program for disease control. 
Like watermelons, cantaloupes, and 
cucumbers, these crops must be 
protected with a fungicide soon after 
transplanting or emergence. A time- 
ly fungicide spray program can 
avoid problems with diseases.

Lightning - The Underrated 
Killer In All Areas Of World 


Lightning has often been re- 
ferred to as "The Underrated Kill- 
er", since during an average year, 
more people die from lightning 
than caused by all the hurricanes 
and tornadoes combined. It is esti- 
mated that worldwide lightning 
strikes the earth 100 times each sec- 
ond. 

Since 1976, lightning has killed 
29 people in Alabama. Most light- 
ning deaths occur during the sum- 
mer months of June, July and Au- 
gust when people spend a 
considerable amount of time out- 
doors. 

Lightning will normally strike 
the highest object in the area of dis- 
charge and is especially attracted to 
metal, a good conductor of electric- 
ity. The highest object might be a 
tall tree, a boat on a lake, a metal 
golf club, a tall antenna, or a person 
standing in an open ficld. 

Stay on top of weather condi- 
lions when planning camping trips, 
swimming, fishing, golf or other 
outdoor activities. 

Take a moment to review the 
following lightning safety rules: 


ELBA BEAUTIES RIDE IN BRUNDIDGE PARADE....The 


*Stay away from wire fences, 
clotheslines, metal pipes, rails and 
other metallic paths that could car- 
ry lightning from a distance. 

*Stay away from open doors and 
windows, fireplaces, radiators, 
stoves, metal pipes, skinds and 
plug-in electrical appliances Do 
not use the telephone during a light- 
ning storm. 

*Get off motorcycles, bicycles, 
golf carts and metal farm machin- 
ery. Put down golf clubs, fishing 
rods and other metal objects. 

*Seck shelter in buildings if pos- 
sible. If not, look for ditches or oth- 
er low areas. 

*Avoid projecting above sur- 
rounding landscape when outside, 
and avoid the highest object in the 
area. 

*Stay in vehicles when travel- 
ing. 

*If you feel your hair stand on 
end or skin tingle, lightning may be 
about to strike. Drop to your knees, 
bend’ forward, put your hands on 
your knees--do not lie flat on the 
ground.

CRP Sign-Up Now Underway 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 


culture will open a ninth sign-up 
period July 17 through August 4 for 
the Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP). 

"To enroll in the program, farm- 
ers must submit bids indicating the 
per acre rental payment they would 
accept to keep their land out of 
crop production and into consery- 
ing uses for 10 years." David W. 
Eaddy, County Executive Director 
of the Coffee County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Ser- 
vice, said. 

In addition to highly erodible 
cropland, farmers may bid to enter 
filter strips, cropped wetlands, cer- 
tain water bank program acres and 
cropland subject to scour crosion 
into the CRP, according to Eaddy. 
"Bringing these acres into the pro- 
gram will produce more environ- 
mental benefits." 

The CRP allows each farmer to 
receive up to $50,000 per year, 
based on the bid per acre and the 
number of acres under the ten-year 
contract. Rental payments are made 
after the conservation practice is 
completed. 

To date, approximately 13,409 
acres of Coffee County farmland 
have been accepted in the CRP. 


Coffee County farmers will receive 


about $600,000.00 during 1989 in 
annual rental payments for CRP 
land under 10-year contracts. 

Nationally, more than 30 million 
acres have been enrolled in the 
CRP under contracts entered into 
during the first eight sign-ups. The 
goal is to bring 40-45 million acres 
into the program by the end of 
1990, The CRP is designed to help 
farmers prevent or control critical 
soil erosion and help adjust the pro- 
duction of surplus agricultural com- 
modities.

1 small savoy or green cabbage

Slice pork 1/4 inch thick; cut 
into 1 inch wide strips; cut sausage 
in half, Swirl butter in the hot wok 
or large skillet to coat the bottom. 
Add the pork, stir-fry over medium 
to high heat, for 3 to 4 minutes. Re- 
move to plate. Sprinkle pork with 
1/2 teaspoon of the salt and pepper. 
Add sausage and carrots to wok; 
stir fry 2 minutes and sprinkle with 
sugar. Cook until sugar melts. Sur 
in cabbage until coated, 2 to 3 min- 
utes, Sprinkle with vinegar, anise 
seeds and the remaining salt, Cook, 
stirring and tossing the cabbage oc- 
casionally, 5 minutes. return the 
pork to wok, cook and stir 1 min- 
ute, Serve with dark pumpernickel 
bread, it you wish.

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At War With The Microwave

I'm not having much luck with 
my computerized microwave St. 
Nick left me in '88. "Quick baked 
potatoes” was the first of only three

However, n opening the 
microwave I had trouble locating 
the tiny shriveled knot that lay in- 
side, And attempting to eat the hard 
object almost cost me two fillings. 

Well, so much for the "potato" 
purpose of the gadget. 

n Dec. 27, home alone, I de- 
cided to treat myself to a crisp ba- 
con breakfast. I stretched five slices 
of the creature once known as 
Porky Pig across my new bacon 
rack. To cook the meat thoroughly 
would take about 15 minutes I 
guessed, The bacon however 
emerged - not-crisp, but dry and 
hard - sorta like an aged beef jerky. 
T was beginning to have serious 
doubts about this oven. 

Then one rainy night when Joe 
was away on business I decided the 
microwave'd be just the ticket to 
warm leftovers (which was, actual- 
ly, my third and final reason for 
ever allowing one of the appliances 
in the house in the first place). 

I popped several Tupperware 
containers from the fridge into the 
oven, then ran to catch Pat Sajak 
and Vanna. After the lucky contest- 
ant had won $37,000 and a new 
Rolls Royce, I returned to find the 
sealed plastic bowls had not only 
exploded their contents, but had 
melted into little pools of plastic. 
(Obviously I had hit an extra zero - 
heating the food not three - but thir- 
ty minutes.) 

It was the worst mess I'd seen 
inside an oven since I was knee- 
high to a duck. 

One winter day long ago my 

brother Bill found our cat snoozing 
in the barely-wam oven of Mama's 
Warm Morning wood stove, and af- 
ter mischievously closing the door 
Bill went into the front room to lis- 
ten to "The Lone Ranger" on the ra- 
dio.

About the time the Lone Ranger 
and Tonto rode off into the sunset 
Bill heard the cat screaming - - you 
never saw such a mess of flying 
hairs and other parts as ole Tom 
left in Mama's oven. 

But back to my microwave, 
back to the present. 

.. I'm going to admit here that this 
microwave from Santa in Decem- 
ber '88 was not the first microwave 
to enter my kitchen. Several years 
ago my hubby bequeathed me my 
first for Christmas also. It was a hu- 
mongous sized oven, one in which 
you easily could have baked the 

That was its 
No. 1 problem - it hoggged every 
inch of cabinet space I had for fold- 
ing clothes, and/or most important- 
ly assembling stories to mail. 

(Confidentially, I would never

microwave). 

After I returned that first micro- 
wave to Santa my husband swore 
off on ever again getting me one - 
that is until Dec. ‘88 rolled around 
and he changed his mind, 

And since that “booger” arrived 
in my kitchen I've ruined more food 
than I had burned in my conven- 
tional oven in the last 30 years, I 
feel like it is some sort of sign from 
the Lord - that He is warning me 
against its use. 

(I have a hunch that one day sci- 
ence is gonna tell us - like they did 
about the asbestos in our roofs - tell 
us that food cooked in the micro- 
waves is disastrous to our health. 
I've figured out why they put 
opaque windows on the ovens in- 
stead of clear glass ones, The scien- 
tists don't want us to see those little 
"jiggers" who are in there hopping 
up and down and all around, pene- 
trating our food when those rays 
are flowing inside the microwave 
ovens.) 

And why would I be having all 
this trouble cooking my food if it 
weren't a sign from God. Oh, I 


know I could read directions, but 
they'd probably say stupid things 
like the book which accompanied 
my Presto cooker did. 

That cookbook said I couldn't 
cook dried lima beans nor sweet 
potatoes in the cooker. Well, I 
showed them - I'd never seen soft- 
er, more tender yams than those I 
"baked" in my Presto one day - 
(now admittedly, the potatoes did 
look a little weird strewn over the 
ceiling. And Glenn did have a 
close call when the cooker's lid 
broke in half and blew past his 
head. 

I guess I'm just a hard one to 
convince on these things. I'm akin 
to my brother Doug who didn't rise 
to his high status with the U.S.

Now I'm not saying I'm sending 
my microwave back - Joe saw 19 
that when he had Santa sign the 
card "To Faye - and Joe." But I've 
spent time pondering the fact that if 
‘God'd meant for folks to cook their 
meals in a microwave oven he'd 
never created pine trees for stove- 
wood, 

So I'm going shopping - looking 
for an attractive cover to block this 
oven from my view. I'm sick and 
tired of being constantly at war 
with my microwave.

I have 
obligations to meet, responsibilities 
to uphold; I have a fixed agenda of 
details staring me in the face, and 
my day is not complete until each 
one has been checked off in good 
order. Maybe that's how you live 
-your life, too. 

I'm not knocking good manage- 
ment. Everybody knows life would 
be chaos without some semblance 
of organization. 

But how many of us stop to 
smell the roses? How many of us 
are free enough to confront daily 
demands on our own terms? How 
many of us are adventurous souls 
who will brave new paths instead 
of walking the same worn trails? 

The real issue is, how many of 
us will learn to live like little chil- 
dren, even as we assume the obliga- 
tions of adulthood?

What is the 
providence of God? 


a.

God is active in our world today. It is unreasohable to think that He 
would create a world such as ours, and then take no interest in it. Paul 
writes, "we know that all things work for good to them that love God, to 
them that are the called according to his purpose" (Rom. 8:28). Since this 
promise must be true, the question is in how God will act. 

Many think that the only way that God can act is through miracles (di- 
vine intervention, above and beyond nature). While the age of miracles has 
passed (see 1 Cor. 13:8-10; James 1:25), God still acts through providence. 
"Providence" comes from the Latin providentia, meaning "foresight." God's 
providence is His indirect, non-miraculous support and care of all His crea- 
tion, from its very beginnings through eternity. His providence includes not 
only a general providence over all creation, but also a special providence 
over His children, such as is demonstrated in the power of prayer. “The ef- 
fectual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much" (James 5:16). 

The difference between miracles, easily seen as God's direct intervention, 
and provi indirect intervention of God, is best shown by comparing 
parallel events. The virgin Mary, even before she and her espoused husband 
came together, was found "with child of the Holy Ghost,” as Isaiah had 
prophesied (Matt. 1:18-25). Thus God miraculously intervened in history to 
send the Messiah. On the other hand, Hannah, a righteous woman, was bar- 
ren, (unable to have children), but prayed to God to send her a son to be 
dedicated to His service. God heard her prayer, and when her husband Elka- 
nah "knew" her, God "remembered her," and she conceived and bore a son, 
Samuel, who served God as a great prophet. Samug) was bom by the provi- 
dence of God. The conception of Christ was miraculous, but the conception 
of Samuel was not. God simply worked through the laws of nature, particu- 
larly the law of procreation, to bring Samuel to Hannah. 

In providence, God works "behind the scenes,” Often men do not recog- 
nize His providential care until much later. In Joseph's life, from being sold 
into slavery, rising in Potiphar's house, going to prison, and rising to be 
next to Pharoah in power, each step was through God's providence, not the 
miraculous. Even Joseph and his family did not realize that the things he 
was going through were so that God's chosen people could be providential- 
ly preserved. The apostle Paul worte to Philemon, as he retumed the slave 
Onesimus, "perhaps he (Onesimus) therefore departed for a season, that 
thou shouldest receive him forever" (Philemon 15). Paul recognized that 
"perhaps" this was in God's providence. God continues His providential 
care for His people.

Boating weather warning - know before you go 


passengers do the same, (Ideally, 
you should be wearing them any- 
way, since some storms give little 
or no warning). Reduce the speed of 
your boat and head for the nearest 
safe shore or harbor.

Hunting and fishing licenses to increase in cost August 1 


License (for both hunting and fish- 
ing) will pay for itself in only 11 
years, and relieve the purchaser 
from any further bother of annual 
purchase or any worry about future 
fee increases. 

Current lifetime licenses prices 
are: Lifetime Fishing License, 
$100; Lifetime Hunting Licenses, 
$200; Lifetime Combination Li- 
censes, $300. Prices are scheduled 
for increase on January 1, 1990 to 
$150 for lifetime fishing, $300 for 
lifetime hunting, and $450 for life- 
time combination. 

Resident Alabama sportsmen are 
urged to take advantage of the tre- 
mendous savings available with 
purchase of a Lifetime Combina- 
tion Hunting and Fishing Licenses 
prior to January 1, 1990. 

Lifetime licenses are available 
to Alabama residents only. A per- 
son must reside continuously in Al- 
abama for at least 90 days immedi- 
ately prior to purchase. Licenses 
can be purchased for person and 
any age -- even youngsters who 
have not yet reached hunting age. 

Lifetime licenses are plastic card 
similar to credit cards, with infor- 
mation on the license holder. Brok- 
en or cracked licenses are replaced 
free, and lost licenses are replaced 
for only $5.00. The lifetime licens- 
es can be purchased now in person 
or by mail from the Game & Fish 
Division in Montgomery (64 N. 
Union St., Room 730) or from Pro- 
bate Judge offices in each county. 


Operating a boat while 
intoxicated is illegal 


Operating a boat while intoxicat- 
ed is illegal and it is dangerous. 

It has been determined that more 
than 50 percent of the boating acci- 
dents that result in death can be 
traced to alcohol use. 

Alcohol affects the body in 
many ways - induces fatigue, a lack 
of coordination and lack of balance. 
The stressors in the marine environ- 
ment compound the effects of alco- 
hol. says the Alabama Marine Po- 
lice Division. 

It has been shown that under 
normal conditions, the motion, vi- 
bration and engine noise of the 
boar, combined with the sun, wind 


and glare, cause the boat operator to 
suffer serious impairment in coordi- 
nation and reaction time. Add alco- 
hol to this, warns the Division, and 
you have a dangerous mix, The Di- 
vision advises the boater heading 
for home at the end of the day to 
slow down. 

The Division suggest applying 
the designated driver concept to 
boating - one member of the party 
staying sober to operate the boat. 
However, it cautions, any intoxicat- 
ed person, whether the boat operator 
or the passenger, is at risk on the 
‘valer,
